I will show them I can do something better; I wish I had 
never written a line, to have it cast in my teeth at every turn.” Brown 
and Gamba went to look for some place where we might pass the night, 
as we could not get mules to go on until the next day. 

After a long swim, Byron clambered up the rocks, and exhansted by 
his day's work, fell asleep under the shade of a wild fig-tree at the mouth 
of a cavern. Gamba, having nothing to do, hunted him out, and awak- 
ened hii from a pleasant dream, for which the Poet cursed him. We 
fed off figs and olives, and passed our night at a goatherd’s cottage. 

In the morning we rode through the pleasant little island to Vailhy, 
the capital. The Resident, Capt. Knox, his lady, and every one else who 
had a house, opened their doors to welcome us, and the Pilgrim was re- 
ceived as if he had been a prince. On the summit of a high mountain 
in the island, there is an ancient monastery, from which there is a mag- 
nificent view of the Ionian Sea, Greece, and many islands, The day 
after our arrival we ascended it, our party amounting to ten or twelve, 
including servants and mouleteers. As usual, it was late when we start- 
ed; there was not a breath of air, and the heat was intense. Following 
a narrow zigzag path between rocks and precipices in single file, as our 
mules crept upwards our difficulty increased, until the path became merely 
stone steps, worn by time and travel in the solid limestone. We all dis- 
mounted but Byron; he was jaded ard irritable, as he generally was 
when deprived of his accustomed midday siesta; it was dusk before we 
reached the summit of the mountain. The Abbot had been apprised by 
the Resident of our visit; and when we neared the monastery, files of 
men stood on each side of our path, bearing pine torches. On coming 
up to the walls we saw the monks in their grey gowns, ranged along the 
terrace; they chaunted a hymn of glorification and welcome to the great 
lord, saying “ Christ bas risen to elevate the cross and trample on the 
crescent in our beloved Greece.” The Abbot, clad in his sacerdotal 
robes, received Byron in the porch, and conducted him into the great 
hall, i!luminated for the occasion; the monks and others clustered round 
the honored guest ; boys swung censers with frankincense under the Poet’s 
nose. The Abbot, after performing a varietyof ceremonies in a very dig- 
nified manner, took from the folds of his ample garments a roll of paper, 
and commenced intoning through his nasal organs a turgid and inter- 
minable eulogium on my * Lordo Inglese.” in a polyglot of divers tongus ; 
while the eyes of the silent monks, anxious to observe the effect of the 
holy father’s eloquence, glanced from the Abbot to the Lord. 

Byron had net spoken a word from the time we entered the monk- 
ery; I thought he was resolved to set us an example of proper behavior. 
No one was more surprised than I was, when suddenly he burst into a 
paroxysm of rage, and vented his ire in a torrent of Italian execrations 
on the holy Abbot and all his brotherhood. Then turning to us with 
flashing eyes, he vehemently exclaimed: 

‘** Will no one release me froin the presence of these pestilertial idiots ? 
they drive me mad!” Seizing a lamp, he left the room. 

The consternation of the monks at this explosion of wrath may be 
imagined. The amazed Abbot remained for some time motionless, his 
eyes and mouth wide open; holding the paper he had been reading in 
the same position, he looked at the vacant place left by Byron, and then 
at the door through which he had disappeared. At last he thought he 
had solved the mystery, and in a low tremulous voice said,—significantly 
putting his finger to his forehead :— 

“*Eccolo, é matto poveretto! ” (Poor fel!ow, he is mad.) 

Leaving Hamilton Brown to pacify the monks, I followed Byron. 
He was still fretting and fuming, cursing the “ whining dotard,” as he 
called the Abbot, who had tormented him. Byron’s servant brought 
him bread, wine, and olives. I left him and joined the mess of the 
menks in their refectory. We had the best of everything the island 
produced for supper. Our host broached several flasks of his choicest 
vintages: but although he partook largely of these good things, they 
fuiled to cheer him. We were all glad to retire early to our cells. 

In the morning, Byron came forth refreshed, and acted as if he had 
forgotten the occurrences of the evening. The Abbot had not, and he 
took care not to remind him of them, A handsome donation was de- 
posited in the alms box, and we mounted our mules and departed, with- 
ont any other ceremony than a hasty benediction from the Holy Father 
and his monks. However we might have doubted the sincerity of their 
ovation on receiving us, we did not question the relief they felt and ex- 
pressed by their looks on our departure. 

The next day we retraced our steps through the flowery ravines and 
tranquil glades of this lovely islet, our read winding along the foot of 
the mountains. The grey olive-trees, bright green fig, and rampant vine, 
that grew above our heads, screened us from the sun; the fresh breeze 
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from the sea, with the springs of purest water gushing out of the rocks 
soothed the Poet’s temper. He turned out of the path to look at a nat. 
ural grotto, in a grove of forest-trees, and said, “ You will find nothing 
in Greece or its islands so pleasant as this. If this isle were mine,— J 
would break my staff and bury my book.’—What fools we all are!” 

On reaching our former landing-place, we had to wait a long time 
for a boat to ferry us across the strait to Cephalonia. As usual, he and J 
took to the water; in the evening we crossed, and it was night when 
we regained our old quarters on board the “ Hercules.” 

It was near noon of the next day, when | had occasion to speak to 
Byron on pressing business. I descended to his cabin,x—he was fast 
asleep. I repeatedly called him by name; at first in a low voice,—then 
louder and louder; at Jast he started up in terror, staring at me wildly, 
With a convulsive sigh he said, “I have had such adream! Iam trem- 
bling with fear. Iam not fit to go to Greece. If you had come to 
strangle me I could have done nothing.” 

I said, * Who could against a night-mare? the hag don’t mind your 
pistols or your bible,” (he always had these on a chair close to the side 
of his bed.) I then talked on other subjects until he was tolerably com- 
posed, and so left him. 

The conflicting accounts that came day by day from the Morea dis- 
tracted us; to ascertain the real state of things, 1 proposed to go there, 
Byron urged me to stay until he went, so I remained fer some time; but 
when he talked of leaving the ship and taking a house, I determined to 
be off. 





SAY YOUR PRAYERS IN FAIR WEATHER. 
From “ Narratives of Remarkable Conversions and Revival Incidents.” 


A sea captain of a profligate character, who commanded a vessel 
trading between Liverpool and America, during the last war, once took 
on board a man as a common sailor, to serve during the voyage, just as 
he was leaving port. The new comer was soon found to be of a most 
quarrelsome, untractable disposition, a furious blasphemer, and, when an 
opportunity offered, a drunkard. Besides all these disqualitications, he 
was wholly ignorant of nautical affairs, or counterfeited ignorance to 
escape duty. In short, he was the bane and plague of the vessel, and 
refused obstinately to give any account of himself, or his family, or 
past life. 

At length a violent storm arose, all hands were piped upon deck, 
and all, as the captain thought, were too few to save the ship. When 
the men were mustered to their quarters, the sturdy blasphemer was 
missing, and my friend went below to seek for him; great was his sur- 
prise at finding him on his knees, repeating the Lord’s prayer with 
wonderful rapidity, over and over again, as if he had bound himself to 
countless reiterations. Vexed at what le deemed hypocrisy or coward- 
ice, he shook him roughly by the collar, exclaiming, * say your prayers 
in fair weather.” The man rose up, observing, in a low voice, “ God 
grant I may ever see fair weather to say them.” 

In a few hours the storm happily abated, a week more brought them 
to harbor, and an incident so trivial passed quickly away from the 
memory of the captain; the more easily, as the man in question was 
paid off the day after landing, and appeared not again. 

Four years more had elapsed, during which, though the e»ptain had 
twice been shipwrecked, and was grievously hurt by the falling of a 
spar, he pursued without amendment a life ef profligacy and contempt 
of God. At the end of this period, he arrived in the port of New York, 
after a very tedious and dangerous voyage from England. 

It was ona Sabbath morning, and the streets were thronged with 
persons proceeding to the several houses of worship, with which that 
city abounds—but the captain was bent on far other occupation, de- 
signing to drown the recollection of perils and deliverances in a cele- 
brated tavern which he had too long, and too often, frequented. 

As he walked leisurely towards this goal, he encountered a very 
dear friend, a quondam associate of many a thoughtless hour. Saluta- 
tions over, the captain seized him by the arm, declaring that he should 
accompany him to the hotel. ‘I will do so,” replied the other, with 
great calumness, “on condition that you come with me first for a single 
hour into this house (a church), and thank God for his mercies to you 
on the deep. The captain was ashamed tu refuse, so the two friends 
entered the temple together. Already were all the seats oceupied, and 
a dense crowd filled the aisle; and by dint of personal exertion, they 
succeeded in reaching a position right in front of the pulpit, at about 
five yards distance. The preacher, one of the most popular of the day, 
riveted the attention of the entire congregation, including the captain 
himself, to whom his features and voice, though he could not assign any 
time or place of previous meeting, seemed not wholly unknown, par- 
ticularly when he spoke with animation. At length the preacher’s eye 
fell upon the spot where the two friends stood. He suddenly paused— 
still gazing upon the captain, as if to make himself sure that he labored 
under no optical delusion—and after a silence of more than a minute, 
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pronounced with a voice that shook the building, “say your prayers in 
Jair weather.” ; 

The audience were lost in amazement, nor was it until a considerable 
tire had elapsed, that the preacher recovered sufficient  self-possession 
to recount the incident with which the reader is already acquainted, 
adding, with deep emotion, that the words which his captain uttered in 
the storm, had clung to him by day and by night after his landing, as if

an angel had been charged with the duty of repeating them in his ears 
—that he felt the holy call as coming direct from above, to do the work 
of his crucified Master—that he had studied at college for the ministry, 
and was now, through grace, such as they saw and heard. ; 

At the conclusion of this affecting address, he called on the audience 
to join in prayer with himself, that the same words might be blessed in 
turn to him who first had used them. But God had outrun their peti- 
tions—the captain was already His child, before his form. r shipmate 
had ceased to tell his story. The power of the Spirit had wrought 
effectually upon him, and subdued every lofty imagination, And so, 
when the people dispersed, he exchanged the hotel for the house of the 
preacher, with whom he tarried six weeks, and parted from him to pur- 
sue his profession, with a heart devoted to the service of his Saviour, 
and with holy and happy assurances which advancing years hallowed, 
strengthened and sanctified. 
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THE CUPOLA OF ST. PETER’S. 
From “ Rome: Its Churches, its Charities, and its Schools.” 


We resolved to-day to take another view of St. Peter’s. The ascent 
to the cupola is, as we have already observed, of the easiest description, 
being nearly an inclined plain. From the cupola alone we can have a 
true idea of the immense extent of St. Peter’s. The fourteen figures of 
the Apostles, our Saviour, and St. John the Baptist, which, from the 
piazza, appear to be of the ordinary height, are, in reality, nearly 20 feet 
high. On the roof live those workmen who are employed in the repairs 
of the buildings, for a large sum of money is spent every year to keep 
the Basilica in its present state. From the interior of the cupola the 
view of the church is really deceptive. What appeared to you so large 
and so wondrous is now dwindled away to almost nothing. You seem 
to be in the church triumphant raised above the things of earth, where 
those things that have once appeared to you so wondrous and so great, 
will be then brought down to a mere nothing. Beneath you is the 
tomb of the Apostles, and its wondrous canopy, which now appears to 
you quite small. The altar of SS. Processus and Martinianus, the jailers 
of St. Peter and St. Paul in the Mamertine prison, appear to you still 
smaller; but you recognize the power of religion which has effaced the 
sins of those who were once the persecuturs of its apostles, and now re- 
unites them in the same glorious temple, and pays the same exalted 
honors to them as it does to those whoin they persecuted. As we pro- 
ceed still higher up, we come to the exterior, on the top of the cupola, 
before entering the stairs which lead to the ball. How noble the pros- 
pect which is presented to you from this! what a panorama of the Eter- 
nal City and of the distant mountains on one side, and of the blue Medi- 
terranean on the other, is now before you! All seem as it were, by 
the hand of the magician, to be reduced to a diminished scale. 
The Vatican palace and its gardens, the piazza and its fountains, 
present an appearance of being brought to their present size by some in- 
visible power. The view of every thing is so deceptive, that you seem 
almost to be laboring under some delusion, and you cannot trust your 
eyesight; but to ascend the ball, this is the work. We enter a room, 
after a short ascent from which a ladder, made of iron, placed almost 
perpendicularly, leads to the ball. For those who are of large dimen- 
sions, the ascent will be rather difficult. One of our companions, of 
rather beyond the average dimensions, took off his coat and waistcoat 
to try and enter into the ball. In the midst of his aerial course he sticks 
fast, and he can neither come down nor go up. Some drag him by the 
hands, others push him by the feet, butto no purpose, and he at last has 
to descend without being able to enter into the ball, an honor he wished 
to accomplish. The ball is eight feet and one inch in diameter, and can 
contain sixteen persons. The cross above the ball is fourteen feet high. 
The effect produced by the liglting of 4,000 lamps, and afterwards of 
800 flambeaus, is truly astonishing, and presents this glorious structure, 
on the nights of its illumination, in its full glory. 











Piterary Intelligence.

Srveutar Discovery or Government Booxs.—A week or two ago the door- 
keeper of the House of Representatives reported to Speaker Orr the finding 
by some of his subordinates, in the vaults under the centre (rotunda) of the 
Capitol building, of a large number of books belonging to the government, 
some of them of much value, not a few of which were buried in boxes, we 
hear, under heaps of coal and ashes, The Speaker ordered their prompt 
rescue; and for some time past they have been gradually ushered into the 
light of the upper stories of the building. Thus, 25,000 volumes have been 
dug out of the catacomb in which they have been entombed for years past— 
at least long enough, the doorkeeper tells us, to result in a total oblivion on 
the part of those intrusted with their custody as to who is responsible for 
their location there and the shameful condition of not a few of them, Among 
these books are 300 full sets of the works of John Adams, the records of the 
debates in Parliament as far back as 1690, various valuable French books 
and newspapers, files in French and English, various manuscript books con- 
nected with the details of the custom-house business of the country about 
twenty years ago. The mass of the rescued volumes were published by 
order of Congress, and in all, they will number perhaps 30,000 volumes, 
many of which have been irretrievably injured by neglect, the rats and coal 
ashes together.— Washington Star. 


Cuar-_es Dicxens.—Hitherto, when this eminent writer has opened his 
mouth, it has always been in direct contradiction to the proverb which de- 
clares that charity begins at home. With pen in hand, no doubt, Mr. Charles 
Dickens works greatly for his own benefit ; but when he speaks it is always 
for the benefit of other people. An amateur actor of such proficiency that 
he is hardly to be termed an amateur at all, we find him every now and then 
devoting his histrionie talents either to the service of some charitable fund 
or to the amusement of a circle of friends so large that they may be almost 
considered a public. An after-dinner orator of the highest class, his speech 
at the annual gathering of the General Theatrical Fund in Passion Week is 
anticipated year after year as the prime feature of the festival. A reformer 
of abuses, he is the chief spokesman at the general meetings of the Literary 
Fund, and startles the committee upon their once comfortable platform. As 
a “reader” of his own Christmas books, his reputation is gigantic, and wher- 
ever he goes with one of his little square volumes in his hand, with the inten- 
tion of reading the same aloud, he is sure to attract multitudes. Nor is his 
reputation in this respect one whit greater than his merits. A ‘‘ reading” by 
Mr. Charles Dickens 1s something altogether sui generis, a happy blending of 
the narrative and dramatic style, by which the author gives additional color- 
ing to his already highly elaborated work, and astonishes the auditor by 
revelations of meaning that had escaped the solitary student. 

Last night, at St. Martin’s Hall, he read his Christmas Carol in aid of the 
Hospital for Sick Children, and such was the assembled multitude that the 
sum produced must have been sufficient to physic all the sick children in the 
United kingdom. But, notwithstanding the sympathy that every one will 
feel for the infantine invalids in whose cause Mr. Dickens labored so stren- 
uously and so successfully last night, a more general gratification will be pro- 
duced by the announcement that the benevolent “ reader” is at last about 
to employ his elocutionary talents for his own advantage. On Thursday, 
the 29th inst., Thursday, the 6th of May, and Thursday, the 13th of May, 
the principal books of Mr. Charles Dickens will be read by Mr. Charles 
Dickens for the benefit of Mr. Charles Dickens himself.—/ondon Times, 
April 16. 

A Recottection or Gortue.—The following notice, given in the German 
literary paper, Die Gartenlaube, will prove of some interest to the admirers 
of Goethe: “ On one of my larger excursions,” a correspondent of that paper 
writes, ‘‘coming from the charmingly situated Dornburg, I met, not far 
from the village of Kunitz, an old man travelling, like myself, to Jena, 
Walking along together on our road, I directed our conversation to those 
great men who, more than half a century ago, had taught and lived at that 
University. To my astonishment, my old fellow traveller remembered that 
time well, and spoke of it with enthusiasm, but most especially of Schiller, 
the high-minded and the noble. Deeply plunged in recollections of those 
days, we arrived at the roadside inn ‘ Zur Tanne,’ (the Fir-tree), and, when 
my companion looked at it, he pointed to a corner-room and said, ‘ Look 
here, in yonder room Goethe wrote his ballad of the Erlkénig!’ On my 
questioning him, whether he knew anything more on the subject, the old man 
related that, in 1781, his father had been a servant in the ‘Tanne,’ and had after- 
wards often shown him the window where Goethe used to sit. ‘It was in the 
middle of April of the same year,’ my companion continued, ‘ when a well-to- 
do farmer in the neighborhood, whose only child had been seized with a 
dangerous disease, and been declared past help by the doctors, took the 
little invalid, carefully wrapped up, with him on his horse, and rode to Jena 
in order to consult there a celebrated physician. He arrived happily at the 
University town, but also the famous physician there declared it impossible 
to save the boy. In despair the poor father mounted the horse again with 
his child, passing the ‘Tanne’ on his way home; but before he reached the 
farm his favorite had expired in his arms, A few days afterwards Goethe 
came to Jena, and alin pe the melancholy ride of the peasant ; he was 
powerfully affected by the relation, even so that he retired to the solitary 
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‘Tanne,’ and wrote there his beautiful ballad. Most likely a vague idea of 
this fine poem (suggested, perhaps, by Herder’s translation of the Danish 
national song, ‘ Erlkonigs Tochter’) had for some time past been before his 
mind’s-eye, but the sad incident, as above told, gave it at once a distinct 
form and shape.”—Atheneeum.

Tue Pickwick Civs.—In the Preface to a new edition of his works Mr. 
Dickens gives the following account of the origin of “ The Pickwick Club. 

“I was a young man of three and twenty when the present publishers, 
attracted by some pieces I was at that time writing in the Morning Chron- 
icle newspaper, (of which one series had lately been collected and published 
in two volumes, illustrated by my esteemed friend, Mr. George Cruikshank,) 
waited upon me to propose a something that should be published in shilling 
numbers—then only known to me, or I believe to anybody else, by a dim recol- 
lection of certain interminable novels in that form which used to be carried 
about the country by peddlers, and over some of which I remember to have 
shed innumerable tears before I had served my apprenticeship to Life. 

“ When I opened my door in Furnival’s Inn to the managing partner who 
represented the firm, I recognized in him the person from whose hands J had 
bought, two or three years previously, and whom I had never seen before or 
since, my first copy of the magazine in which my first effusion—dropped 
stealthily one evening at twilight, with fear and trembling, into a dark letter 
box, in a dark office, up a dark court in Fleet street—appeared in all the 
glory of print; on which memorable occasion—how well I recollect it !—I 
walked down to Westminster Hall and turned into it for half an hour, be- 
cause my eyes were so dimmed with joy and pride that they could not bear 
the street, and were not fit to be seen there. I told my visitor of the coin- 
cidence, which we both hailed as a good omen, and so fell to business. 

‘The idea propounded to me was that the monthly something should be a 
vehicle for certain plates to be executed by Mr. Seymour: and there was a 
notion, either on the part of that admirable humorous artist or of my visitor, 
(I forget which,) that a ‘ Nimrod Club,’ the members of which were to go out 
shooting, fishing, and so forth, and getting themselves into difficulties through 
their want of dexterity, would be the best means of introducing these. I 
objected, on consideration, that, although born and partly bred in the ecoun- 
try, I was no great sportsman, except in regard of all kinds of locomotion; 
that the idea was not novel, and had been already much used ; that it would 
be infinitely better for the plates to arisé naturally out of the text ; and that 
I should like to take my own way, with a freer range of English scenes and 
people, and was afraid I should ultimately do so in any ease, whatever 
course I might prescribe to myself at starting. My views being deferred to, 
I thought of Mr. Pickwick, and wrote the first number, from the proof-sheets 
of which Mr. Seymour made his drawing of the Club, and that happy por- 
trait of its founder by which he is always recognized, and which may be said 
to have made him a reality. I connected Mr. Pickwick with a club because 
of the original suggestion, and [ put in Mr. Winkle expressly for the use of 
Mr, Seymour. We started with a number of twenty-four pages instead of 
thirty-two, and four illustrations in lieu of a couple. Mr. Seymour’s sudden 
and lamented death before the second number was published, brought about 
a quick decision upon a point alrefidy in agitation ; the number became one 

of thirty-two pages, with two illustrations, and remained so to the end. My 
friends told me it was a low, cheap form of publication, by which I should 
in all my rising hopes; and how right my friends turned out to be every- 

ly now knows. 
“* Boz,’ my signature in the Morning Chronicle, appended to the monthly 
cover of this book, and retained long afterward, was the nickname of a pet 

















child, a younger brother, whom I had dubbed Moses, in honor of the Vicar 
of Wakefiela, which, being tacetiously pronounced through the nose, became 
Boses, and being shortened, became Boz. ‘ Boz’ was a very familiar house- 
hold word to me long before I was an author, and so I came to adopt it,”
